Added to this, all saccharine 
matters in solution are very re:dily taken into the 
Mood from the stomach, and (if you really want all 
the technical details). still further thicken it, and 
raise its specific gravity. The result is that the 
natural flow of saliva becomes less, und you get dry 
and thirsty, For the same reason, severe wounds, 
resulting in yreat loss of blood, always produce thirst, 
because the loss of fluids is proportionately much 
yreater than the loss of solids.
